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Snaefell. One of the most popular trips in the Isle of 
Man is the ascent of Snaefell, which can be done either on 
foot or by the electric railway. The mountain is 2,034 feet 
high, and from its summit can be seen in clear weather, 
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not only the whole island, but the mountains of England, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales. 
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
